TARIFF BILL CAUSES 
MUCH DISCUSSION 


TH E 
SENATORS 
CANNOT 
AGREE, IT SEEMS. 


Senator Gorman Is In Favor of a Sub­ 
stitute 
Measure—Other Leading 
Democrats Oppose It —The Cuban 
Situation Fully Discussed By the 
Cabinet. 


W ashington, May 15—There is some 
difference of opinion among the Dem­ 
ocratic members of the senate com­ 
mittee on finance as to the policy to be 
pursued in regard to the tariff bill. 
Some of them, notably Senator Gor­ 
man, are of opinion 
the 
Democrats 
should prepare a substitute bill and in­ 
troduce it. They contend that the Wil­ 
son law is not a clear embodiment of 
Democratic tariff doctrine, in that it 
not only does not produce sufficient 
revenue, 
but 
that 
it carries many 
features which were inserted at the 
instance of Republican senators in or­ 
der to secure its passage through the 
senate. 
There is, however, pronounced oppo­ 
sition to this programme on the part 
of many Democratic Senators, includ­ 
ing several members of the cammittee 
on finance. 
They take 
the 
position 
that the safest course for the party 
is to stand by the Wilson bill, which, 
while it is not perfect, is still a Dem­ 
ocratic measure. The party, they say, 
has taken the position that no tariff 
legislation is 
necessary. 
The 
cam­ 
paign was fought on another, and they 
hold that to raise the tariff question 
on their own motion would be incon­ 
sistent and unwise. 
Those who hold 
to this idea are willing that amend­ 
ments should be offered covering all 
the schedules, and it seems probable 
that this course will be pursued. 
The amendments will provide rates 
practically on the line of the Wilson 
bill.

TAKES UP CUBA. 


Cabinet Discusses the Question of Imme­ 
diate Relief for Americans. 
W ashington, May 15.—The meeting 
of the cabinet Friday was devoted al­ 
most entirely to the consideration of 
the Cuban situation. The discussion 
was upon the advisability of asking 
congress to provide immediate relief 
to the Americans who are, according 
to the reports received from Consul- 
General Lee, penned up in the cities 
and in actual danger of starvation. It 
had no bearing upon the policy of the 
adm inistration toward Spain or the Cu­ 
ban insurgents, except incidentally, but 
dealt with the direct and immediate 
question of relieving destitute Ameri­ 
cans on the island. 
The final decision of the question was 
postponed 
until 
Consul-General Lee 
and other American consuls in Cuba 
and probably Mr. Calhoun make their 
reports 
by 
cable to the department. 
They have been requested to cable the 
latest facts as to the existing situation. 
It seems extremely probable now that 
a message will be sent to congress, but 
hardly before Tuesday, as there w'oulc 
be no time to prepare a messsage be 
fore that day unless Mr. McKinley de­ 
voted Sunday to the task.
